A beautiful green wall that beautifies as it serves to make a barrier or a screen at very 
small initial cost and no maintenance except to prune to desired shape and height. 

{ To make a good compact hedge, they should be planted 8 to 9 inches apart and pruned back 
to within 2 inches of the ground when they are set. They should be sheared several times in 
the early part of the growing season to form a dense, compact hedge. 

Why is the 2-3 ft. grade more desirable and of better value than 12-18 inch if you are going 
to cut them back when planting? Because the 12-18 inch will have 2 to 3 canes. The 2-3 ft. 
will have 4-6 canes and a much heavier root system, hence will make a compact hedge the 
first season.
